WATER  SUPPLY 

There  has  been  no  real  change  in  the  water  supply 
to  various  houses  in  the  area.  In  addition  to  those 
served  by  the  Hull  Corporation  mains,  there  are  24 
properties  which  have  their  own  bore  or  well  supplies 
and  between  50  and  100  houses  which  share  or  have  an 
individual  stand  pipe. 


The  mains  supply  has  been  adequate  and  wholesome. 


The  private  supplies  have  again  been  sampled  as  a 
routine  measure  and  where  necessary  the  occupiers  have 
been  notified  when  the  water  has  been  found  to  be 
contaminated. 

38  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  34  of  these  were 
from  private  supplies  and  out  of  this  total  all  but  3 
were  satisfactory.  These  three  were  all  from  the  one 
supply.  Remedial  measures  to  counter  contamination  in 
the  storage  system  were  taken  by  the  owner  and  later 
samples  were  all  satisfactory.  The  samples  from  the 
mains  supply  were  satisfactory,

submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  the  following  report

The  Association  of  Public  Analysts  have  recommended 
what  is  thought  to  be  a significant  level  of  chemicals 
in  the  various  foodstuffs  sampled.

This  type  of  sampling  is  carried  out  as  a routine 
measure  to  act  as  a control  on  manufacturing  methods  and 
an  aid  to  demonstrate,  if  necessary,  faults  found  in 
handling  techniques. 
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The  samples  taken  in  the  year  and  the  results 
provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  service  are  set 
out  below.

(c)  MILK  PRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION. 

There  are  still  two  producer/retailers  with  farm 
premises  in  the  area.  Their  supply  was  sampled  biologically 
particularly  to  safeguard  against  possible  Brucella 
Abortus  infection  being  passed  to  the  consumers.  Seven 
samples  submitted  proved  negative. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  evidence  was  received  from  a 
neighbouring  authority  that  the  supply  from  one  of  these 
producer/retailers  was  positive  for  Brucella  Abortus. 
As  a result  of  this  information  a Heat  Treatment  Order 
was  placed  on  the  supply  and  further  sampling  was  arranged. 
The  Order  was  removed  m December  after  12  days. 

Three  more  farmers  went  cut  of  milk  production 
during  the  year. 

(d)  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  fcur  private  slaughterhouses 
in  the  area,  and  the  occupiers  have  continued  to 


co-operate  most  satisfactorily  in  the  conduct  of  these 
premises.  The  amendment  to  the  slaughtering  regulations 
which  became  effective  on  the  1st  February,  1967  gave 
notice  inter  alia,  that  wiping  cloths  used  on  the 
carcases  would  have  to  be  discontinued  with  effect  from 
1st  November,  1968.  One  occupier  has  already  gone  over 
to  the  use  of  a spray,  whilst  the  other  three  are  using 
sterilized  cloths  for  each  carcase. 

100%  inspection  has  continued  during  the  year. 
There  was  a small  decrease  in  the  number  of  animals 
killed,  but  it  was  found  in  fact,  that  it  was  necessary 
to  spend  a longer  period  at  the  visits  at  one  of  the 
slaughterhouses  to  cope  with  the  throughput  at  those 
particular  premises.

(vii)  PEST  CONTROL. 

The  number  of  requests  received  for  help  in  dealing 
with  wasp’s  nests  increased  in  1967  - 143  residents 
taking  advantage  of  the  Council's  service  of  nest 
destruction  at  5/~d,  per  nest. 

The  usual  variety  of  complaints  were  also  received 
about  other  insects,  this  year  the  list  included  ants, 
woodworm,  silver  fish,  beetles,  flies  and  crickets. 
Mvice  was  also  asked  for  regarding  rabbits,  pigeons, 
bats,  weasles  and  stoats. 

(viii)  NOISE  CONTROL 

Fewer  complaints  were  received  about  noise  than  in 
the  previous  year.  Only  8 calls  were  made  on  the 
department  for  assistance. 

The  most  common  cause  of  complaint  was  again 
barking  dogs,  and  complaints  made  by  one  householder 
about  noise  made  by  his  or  her  neighbour.  One  complaint 
was  confirmed  as  a possible  public  health  nuisance. 
This  was  remedied  by  informal  action. 
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(ix)  FACTORIES. 


There  were  the  usual  changed  in  the  register  of 
factories  in  the  district  during  the  year.  Some  related 
to  changes  in  occupants  only  whilst  others  were  new 
businesses  or  old  ones  to  be  deleted.  New  businesses  which 
were  started  involved  motor  vehicles  repairs,  paper 
merchants,  sheet  metal  work  and  joinery.  Two  motor 
vehicle  repairers  and  one  joiner  were  removed  from  the 
list.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Hie  Engineer  and  Surveyor  who  is  responsible  for 
this  service  in  Haltemprice,  has  supplied  for  following 
information. 

“Due  to  the  constant  expansion  of  residential 
development,  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  an  ever 
present  problem.'  Refuse  vehicles,  when  worn  out  are 
replaced  by  a type  which  mechanically  compacts  the  waste 
inside  the  container,  thus  reducing  the  time  spent  on 
travelling  to  and  from  the  central  tip  in  Tranby  Lane, 
Anlaby.  By  this  means,  a weekly  collection  is  still 
being  maintained  without  any  increase  in  collection 
staff  ”. 


SECTION  I 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

There  has  been  a lull  in  major  relief  drainage 
schemes  this  year.  It  was  anticipated  that  a start  would 
be  made  on  the  extension  and  enlargement  of  the  existing 
drainage  in  Well  Lane,  but  it  is  now  thought  that  this 
will  commence  in  1968  subject  to  Loan  sanction  being 
obtained. 

Cottingham  is  again  receiving  the  major  share  of 
private  residential  expansion.  100  acres  of  agricultural 
land  to  the  west  of  this  area  has  been  released  for 
residential  purposes.  This  extends  from  Bacon  Garth 
Council  Estate  westwards  to  Willerby  Low  Road  and  North 
of  Eppleworth  Road. 

The  main  drainage  for  tjiis  scheme  has  been  progressing 
throughout  the  year  and  subsidiary  sewers  are  being  laid 
as  the  roads  and  houses  are  constructed.
